Minneapolis Captures the 
Convention. 


De Young and McKenna ‘Pleaded in 
‘Vain for San Franciseo, 


The Final Result Reached After Bal- 
loting Seven Times. 


Other Work of the National Republican 
Committee—Clarkson to Succeed, 
Quay—The Convention Will 
be Held June 7.

Nov. 23.—[By the: Asso- 
ciated Press.]| There was bustle and 
confusion inthe Arlington Hotel this 
morning before the meeting of the 
Republican National Committee. 
Leaders of the delegations had prepared 
themselves for the presentation to the 
committee of the superior merits of 
their respective cities, and were en- 
gaged in canvassing the list of com- 
mitteemen and holding up the “hopes 
of their delegations. Messrs. McKinley 
and Foraker were conspicuous among 
the many persons thronging the lob- 
bies and corridors, and were everywhere 
greeted with marked consideration. 
Members of the committee itself were 
slow in getting together. Eleven 
o’clock was the hour appointed for the 
meeting, but at that time not more than 
a dozen members were present in the 
hall. By half-past 11 o’clock the 
doors were closed upon all but members, 
and the committee held a secret ses- 
sion. 

The committee was called together 
by Acting Chairman Clarkson, every 
State and Territory being represented 
except New Mexico, whose delegate 
was detained on the =the 

The first business was the acceptance 
of the resignations of Chairman Quay 
and Treasurer Dudley. The resolutions 
of commendation adopted by the Exec- 
utive Committee last summer, when the 
we ignations were presented, were laid 

fore the committee and unanimomsly 
readopted. The action of the commit- 
tee in naming J. S, Clarkson of Iowa as 
chairman and W.G. Barbonr of New 
York as treasurer was approved. 

The contest between McBride and 
Barton for the Utah representatiog was 
decided in favor of McBride... *>« 

Dennis T. Flynn of Oklahéma’ 
sented his credentials, which were ap- 
proved and Mr. Flynn was admitted, in- 
creasing the membership of the com- 
mittee to forty-five. 

Garrett A. Hobart of New Jersey was 
elected vice-chairman, and, after decid- 
ing to allow one hourto representatives. 
of each city competing for the conyen- 
tion, the doors were opened at 2:40

The

order. 

| M’KENNA’S PLEA FOR ’FRISCO. 

When California was reached M. de 
Young introduced as the spokesman for 
San Francisco Congressman McKenna, 
who addressed the committee. Thecity 
of San Francisco, he said, would be 
found to have claims to consideration, 
regarding not only her interests and 
the interests of the Pacific section, but 
the interests of the Republican party. 
He could best review the titles of San 
Francisco by reviewing the objections 
urged against them. Mr. McKennasaid 
it was urged that the city of San Fran- 
cisco is too far away. hat argument 
had not much foundation and led to 
sgme strange suggestions. The splendid 
size of the country seemed to be getting 
inconvenient to politicians. Dread to 
be away from home had not heretofore 
been considered one of their conspicu- 
ous characteristics (laughter.). If geo- 
graphical considerations prevail, other 
places besides San Francisco were objec- 
tionable. Six days would be the extreme 
amount of time consumed in travel be- 
tween San Francisco and any other 
city. Wasthat consumption of time a 
consideration? Yes, if the days be 
wasteful days; no, if they be workful 
days. And he emphatically declared 
that they would be workful days. 
Where would other such useful and 
workful days be found. People would 
flock to the Pacific States by thousands. 
Every town of the broad land would be 
a center of interest and animation. 
Every pleasure felt and every sight 
seen would be a memento of the Repub- 
lican party. Could anything better be 
done in any other six days? The travel 


-would be the means of exciting, arous- 


ing and instructing the country. It 
would be a splendid opportunity, be- 
cause he sincerely believed that the 
political party which broke away from 
the dry-as-dust conservatism of doing a 
thing because it has always been done, 
and placed a national political conven-- 
tion for the first time in the West, 
amid an emotional, enthusiastic, 
impressionable people, would achieve a 
triumph. A Western friend told him 
recently that he often came East to get 
the conceit taken ont of him. He (Mc- 
Kenna) would not send Eastern men 
West for such a purpose, because every- 
body knew that Eastern men had no 
conceit. [Laughter.| But he would 
send West those who had public func- 
tions to perform so that they should get 
that breadth of thought and sentiment 
which came from such contact. It had 
taken one great man of antiquity fif- 
teen years to compose a panegyric on 
the city of Athens, and what could he 
(McKenna) do in fifteen minutes for the 
ge city beyond the Rocky Mountains? 

e went on to speak of the hotel facili- 
ties of San Francisco, and quoted in re- 
lation thereof the verse: 

“We can live without love, which is mere 
hoping and pining, 

But where is the man whocan live without 
dining?” 

It was not to be expected that such a 
man would be found in the National Re- 
publican Convention. [Laughter.] The 
city ot San Francisco had entertained 
the Knights Templar and Grand Army of 
the Republic, with a spontaneous polite- 
ness and such unwearied courtesy and 
care that every member thought he was 
the special guest of the city and that 
the whole business had been gotten up 
for his entertainment.

for that city, saying that it had had two 
National conventions whose candidates 
were, however, defeated, and while he 
asked justice for St. Louis, for what she 
had done since 1876, he did not ask the 
convention to go toacity of defeam

lands was permitted to speak for San 
Francisco, which he did energetically. 

Mr. de Young also spoke for San 
Francisco. 

Gov. Eoraker was the first speaker 
for Cincinnati, and his allusions to 
“Grand old John Sherman’’ and Presi- 
dent Harrison called forth tremendous 
applause. Maj. McKinley also spoke 
eleoquently for Cincinnati. 

Mayor Girley of Pittsburgh, and Hon. 
John Dalzel set forth the claims of Pitts- 
burgh.

DETROIT’S CLAIMS. 

Then ex-Senator Palmer, on behalf of 
Detroit, offered a hallto hold 10,000 
in the center of the city and a floating 
raftin the river. He said that the an- 
nexation spirit in Canada would be pro- 
moted. 

Hon. Mark Brewer said if the conven- 
tion was held at Detroit Michigan 
would be redeemed from the Democ- 
racy, 

Allen said that acon- 
vention in Detroit would give the Re- 
publicans Michigan’s Presidential elec- 
tors. 

Senator Stockbridge | said that the. 
State would give 5000 Republican ma- 


od .dority if the convention was held there. 
After recess Senator Washburn spoke. 


for Minneapolis. He promised a hall 
with a capacity of 14,000, also plenty 
of hotels. The Northwest, he said, was 
beginning to feela grievance against 
the party in power. The coming fight 
would be won or lostin the Northwest, 
and the convention should go there as 
a stimulant. 

Hon. Mr. Johnson said that Ohio was 
safe, but the enemy made inroads in 
the Northwest and the convention 


should go beyond Wall street and the | - 


wheat pits of Chicago. 
PLEAS FOR OTHER CITIES. ; 

Gov. Merriam said the Republicans 
had lost Wisconsin, lowa and Nebraska. 
The Dakotas were tinctured with Alli- 
ance doctrines, but a convention in 
Minneapolis would go tar to redeem the 
region. 

Senator Casey and M._N. Johnson of 
North Dakota favored Minneapolis. 

Judge C. R. Scott’ of Omaha spoke 
forthat city. He ridiculed the other 
competitors. New York had her Burch- 
ard, for the West had elected Blaine, 
and San Francisco had nothing beyond 
except China. Chicago was rapacious 
to get the World’s Fair. She promised 
the West to help get the National Re- 
The 
West had been green enough to believe 
this and voted for Chicago. If Chicago 
now took the ‘convention it would be a 
case of dignified larceny, and she should 
not go unwhipped of justice. 

Senator Manderson of Nebraska, and 
Senator Carey of Wyoming, also spoke 
for Omaha. Carey said it was the gate- 
way of the new empire of the West 

North. There were six new States 
voting next time for President, and they 
should be stimulated by the convention 
to become Republican surely. 

John M. Thurston also pleaded for 
Omaha. After 1900, said he, the Re- 
publicans of the West would no longer 
ask for conventions, but would be mas- 
ters of the situation politically. 

NEW YORK’S CASE PRESENTED. 

The claims of New York were rext 
presented, Elliott F. Shepherd being 
the first speaker. He dwelt on the ac- 
commodations New York could furnish, 
and said that she had nocandidate. All 
would have equal chance. San Fran- 
cisco was his secuondchoice. New York 
city usually furnished the Hepublican 
party two-thirds of its sinews of war. 
The spirit of the Democratic tiger must 
be met, defeated and caged, else the 
tiger willeat upthe country. It had 
taken New York. and now was after the 
balauce of the United States. A con- 
vention in New York would make the 
Democratic power falter. 

Senator Hiscock spoke warmly for 
New York. There is no vacation for 
New York Republicans; they must fight 
to save the State from the enemy and 
the convention meant much for them. 

, Senator Hawley of Connecticyt also 
spoke for New York, and Mr. Fassett 
closed the case forthat city. He said 
there was not an atom of force they 
could afford ‘to despise. 

New York State had never but twice 
failed (give its vote for the Repub- 
lican ticket, and on one of ‘those _occa- 
sions the grandest Republican of them | 
all had been defeated. [Great cheering 
for Blaine.] A convention in New 
York would draw out 15,000 Repub- 
lican vetes, which otherwise would not 


be cast. The nomination or platform 


would not be affected, but the vote of 
the State would be brought nearer 
within reach. 

Mr. De Young, of the San Francisco 
Chronicle, said in part that he was 
authorized to offer tickets to San Fran- 
cisco and back to the delegates. The 
particular places of departure had been 
fixed on as New Orleans for delegates 
and visitors from the South, St. uis 
for the region of the Ohio River and 
vicinity, Chicago for the East and 
St. Paul for the Northwest. The offer 
of free tickets for delegates was made 


not asa bribe, not asan inducement, 


but in order to overcome the statement 
made by the opponents of San Fran-) 
cisco that the expense would be too 
great. But San Francisco would go 
still further. Delegates to the conven- 
tion were not the only people who de- 
sire to attend the great National con- 
vention. It was proposed therefore 
that everybody who desired to attend 
should be able todoso ata price no 
greater than that which they could at- 
tend a convention in an Eastern city. 
The rate to San Francisco for every- 
body without condition would be $25, 
and the fare back $25, so that any del- 
egate desiring to take his wife or some 
other fellow’s wife [laughter] could 
take her. 

In conclusion Mr. de Young said: “We 
want you there; we will treat you well. 
For God's sake, come to us."’ 

Illinois then being reached, Mr. Camp- 
bell presented the resolution adopted 
by the Chicago business men declaring 
that city was not a competitor, but 
would take care of the convention well 
should it come.

THE SUPREME COURT. 


It Upholds the California World’s 
Fair Appropriation. 


A Decision Experted in the Bruner Case 
Today — Justices of the Court 
Not Paid Because Their 
Work is Not Done,

SacRaMENTO, Nov, 23,—[By the Asso- 


ciated Press.]| The Supreme Court 
today rendered a decision declaring the 
law appropriating $300,000 for the 
World’s Fair valid. 

The Supreme Court adjourned this 
afternoon. It is thought a decision 
wiil be rendered in the Bruner indict- 
ment case tomorrow in San Francisco. 
The- Supreme Court is rushed with 
business, so much so that the justices 
have been unable to draw their sala- 
ries for the past months of August, 
September and October, because of 


their inability to comply with that pro- 


vision of the Constitution which pre- 
scribes that no judge of the Supreme 
Court shall be allowed to draw or re- 
ceive any monthly salary unless he shall 
take and subscribe to an affidavit that 
no cause in his court remains unde- 
cided that has been submitted for de- 
cision for a period of ninety days. This 
the justices cannot make ‘affidavit to; 
hence no salary. 


TO STOP SMUGGLING. 


More Stringent Measures to Be Adopted on 
the Canadian Border. 


Nov. 23.—[By. the Associ- 
ated Press.| Reports of extensive 
opium smuggling and the establishment 
of illicit distilleries along the Dakota 
and Minnesota border, together with 
continued and numerous violations of 
the Chinese exclusion act, have caused

The Dictator Compelled to 
7 Step Down. 


Discontent at Rio Takes the Form of 
a Popular Rising. 


Fonseca “Resigns” in Favor of Vice- 
,.President Peixotto. 


Intense Excitement at the Brazilian 
Capital — The Revolution’s Work 
Quickly Done—Popular Satis- 
faction at the Results

Lonpon, Nov. 23.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.| Dispatches from Rio 
Janeiro this afternoon bring intelli- 
gence that the opposition to Da Fon- 
seca has gathered sufficient force to 
break through the barriers and make 
itself master of the situation. All that 
is known is that the uprising was for- 
midable, Da Fonseca considered it im- 
possible longer to maintain the ascend- 
ancy and surrendered his authority. In 
‘‘resigning,’’ as he called it, he de- 
clared that he did so in favor of Flor- 
iano Peixotto, vice-president or vice- 
chief of the provisional government, of 
which Da Fonseca was at the head. 

Whether the opposition will be con- 
tent to allow Peixotto, about whom 
little is known here, to assume the 
leadership of the state is not known, 
but it is not believed that he will be 
permitted to act as Chief Executive even 
temporarily, unless he is in sympathy 
with the revolutionary movement. 

Rio Janeiro is ina state of great ex- 
citement, but reports do not indicate 
mob law or serious disorder. The up- 
rising, however, had the effect of put- 
ting a stop for the time being to all kinds 
of business. The news that Da Fonseca 
had resigned spread through the city 
like wildfire. Everywhere it was re- 
,ceived with enthusiastic cheers and ex- 
clamations of satisfaction. The prov- 
inces are not yet heard from, but it is 
believed thatthe news of the dictator's 
downfall will everywhere be received 
with the same satisfaction as atthe 
capitol. 

‘The revolution at Rio de Janeiro only 
broke out this morning, and its work 
was quickly accomplished. 


A FEW SHOTS FIRED. 


The Insurgents Triumph Almost With. 
out Encountering Resistance. 

Rio Nov. 23.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.] Peixotto is form- 
ing a government. - The inhabitants of 
this city, whose sympathies have been 
with the Congressional party have at 
last'thrown off all guise of adherence to 
the existing government and have

Among the first 
things the revolutionists did this morn- 
ing was to increase their store of arms 
and ammunition. A strong force made 
an attack on the naval arsenal, and after 
a weak and only half-hearted effort on 
the part of those stationed at the 
palace to repulse the invaders, the 
latter took possession of the arsenal 
and all munitions of war which it con- 
tained. Only a few shots were ex- 
changed and the poor resistance made 
by the defenders is shown by the fact 
that none of the insurgent force is re- 
ported to have,been killed or seriously 
wounded.” A laborer in the arsenal was 
struck by one of the shots fired by the 
attacking party and is the only contest- 
ant known to have lost his life in the 
assault. One ofthe cannon balls from 
the arsenal was badly directed and 
struck a church, causing considerable 
damage. 

The news of the uprising had a very 
disquieting effect and created the great- 
est alarm in the city among women and 
children and thos ecitizens who had not 
taken arms in support of either party, 
and when the fighting begun at the ar-

A PRECAUTIONARY WARNING. 

The equipment of the Los Angeles 
Terminal road is the newest on this 
Coast and the coaches possess a number 
of features which experience has shown 
to be desirable, and not generally pos- 
sessed by the older cars. One little 
idea that is good is the lettering of the 
words ‘‘smoking car’’ upon the steps of 
the car which is reserved for the to- 
bacco-using sex, the inscription being 
so prominent that po one with any eye- 
sight can go into the car By mistake.

The commercial and social relations 
between the United States and Brazil 
are so slight, and there is so little in 
common between the two peoples in lan- 
guage and customs, that we find it very 
hard to understand the inner workings 
of political matters in the newest of 
South American republies. The sym- 
pathies of our people have not been en- 
listed thus far for either side of the con- 
troversy now in progress. Only, itmay 
be said in a general way, that we are 
opposed to a subversion of a republi- 
can form of government by a dictator 
on the one hand, and we are opposed to 
rebellion on the other. In this country 
we have a quiet, civil revolution every 
four years which involves no bloodshed, 
but keeps the Government pretty well 


in touch with the people. 


Recent developments with relation to 
Brazil are calculated to open our eyes 
considerably as to the real cause of the 
civil war now raging.

Gov. Hovey was born in Posey county 
near Mount Vernon, Ind.,in 1821.

A Great Water Famine Prevailing 
in Brooklyn, N. Y. 


Firemen Compelied to Put Oat a Fire by 
Down Buildings o> 
- Each Sige of a Burning 
Residence,

New York, Noy. 28. —[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.]: Asaresult of the big: 
break in the conduit in East New York 
Saturday afternoon, by which four men 
were killed, Brooklyn is on the verge of 
a water famine. There is scarcely 
water enough in the Ridgewood reser- 
voir to last, even with the most care, 
over twelve orfifteen hours. The situa- 
tion will be serious by this afternoon 
unless something is done before then to 
remedy it. Heroic meas r:s have been 
adopted to make the present supply of 
water last as ldng as possible or until 
relief comes, and a number of great:in- 
dustries will be at a standstill for 
at least one day. All factories, 
using the city’s water were ordered 
to shut down so as to save water 
for the necessities of. the general pub- 
lic. The great engine which runs the 
cable on the Brooklyn bridge has been 
stopped, and as many people as possible 
are being shoved across the bridge by 
locomotives. All fires under the boilers 
at the Brooklyn navy yard have been 
drawn and work entirely suspended. 


The water has been shut off from boil- - 


ers in all hotels and office buildings, and 
as a consequence not an elevator in the 
whole city was running -this morning. 
Work in every factory where steam 
depended on for motive power has been 
suspended, and the number of those 
thrown out of employment runs’ far 
above 50,000. Itis hoped repairs can 
be compieted by tonight, but well-in- 
formed, persons say the work cannot be 
finished before tomorrow noon at the 
earliest. 

Before noon: fire “broke ‘out in the 
three-story and basement brown-stone 
house at No. 239 Carroll street, Brook- 
lyn. The firemen had no water and 
had to tear down houses on either side 
to prevent the spread of the flames. 

Before much headway was made in 
tearing down buildings the fire was ex- 
tinguisued with the ‘aki of the chemical 
engines.

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AN EARTHQUAKE’S HAVOC. 


Details of the Recent Mighty 
Shake in Japan. 


Whole Towns Demolished—Thousands 
of Lives Lost, | 


Fire Adds Its Horrors to the Scene 
of Destruction. 


Many Temples Shaken Down—One Tam-. 


bles Upon a Throng of Worshippers 
~The Famous Sacred Mount- 
ain Rent in Twain.

Yoxnouama (Japan,) Nov. 9, via San 
Francisco, Nov. 23.—|By the Associated 
Press.] A severe and prolonged shock 
of earthquake occurred October 29, a 
few minutes before 7 o’clock in the 
morning. It was the most severe ex- 
perienced since the terrible catastrophe 
of 1855, and must be ranked as a na- 
tional calamity. The greatest damage 
to buildings and loss of life occurred 
in the prefectures of Achii and Gifu, in 
which nearly 40,000 people were killed 


outright and 4000 severely wounded. | 


In those two prefectures 42,000 houses 
were totally destroyed. The number 
of provinces throughout which the dis- 
turbances were strongly felt was thirty- 
one. © The center s¢ems to have been in 


Mino and Owari, but even as far south | 


as Higo and Rikushu the disturbance 
was sensibly felt. The destruction of 
40,000 houses means that 200,000 
people have been rendered homeless. 
Upto November 5 earthquakes still 
continued to be felt, but the intervals 
between them generally increased and 
the intensity of the shocks diminished. 
From the commencement of the dis- 
turbance up to that date it is estimated 
that there were 6600 shocks, or more 
than one every two minutes. 

The town’ of Gifu, on the Tokaido 
railway, with a population of 15,000, 
was almost entirely destroyed. Thirty- 
five hundred out of .a total. of 4400 
houses in the town were overthrown or 
burned. Seven hundred and forty- 
seven people were killed. 

In the town of Kano 600 houses were 
overthrown and 100 people. killed. In 


the town of Osaki 83500 houses were | 


overthrown, 200 houses were burned 
and 700 people were crushed to death 
and 1300 were injured. 

In the town of Takegahana nearly 
600 houses were overthrown and a like 
number burned and over 100 people 
were killed. In the town of Kitgati 
Machi eighty-four people were killed, 
and the entire villiage of Entabatom 
was destroyed and eighty people killed. 

These towns were all in the three 
provinces of Ezazi; Mino and Owari, and 
represent a total of 3400 persons 
killed and nearly 43,000 houses totally 
destroyed. Communication has not 
been opened up to all outlying points, 
but it is now known that 
deaths will exceed 5900. 

Up and down trains on the Tokaido 
railway were just meeting at the Gifu 
station, the center of the seismic dis- 
turbances, when the first shock oc- 
curred. The movement was so violent 
that passengers believed a collision had 
taken place. From the windows, how- 
ever, they beheld the station in ruins. 
The rumbling movement continued, and 
cracks from twoto three feet wide were 
observed opening and closingin all di- 
rections, volcanic mud‘and ashes being 
thrown from some of them. So nu- 
merous were these fissures that a step 


in any direction threatened destruction. 


The passengers who made their way 
into Gifu found immense heaps of ruins 
of fallen houses. In almost every 
house some unfortunate had been 
buried, and their chances of escape were 
greatly diminished by - conflagrations, 
which broke out in many; places. The 
railway line was too much injured in 
both directions to allow of further prog- 
ress of trains. Roads were almost im- 
passable by reason of the fissures and 
landslides. Kauo was found wholly in 
ruins, not a house remaining upright. 
The town of Kasamatsu fared like Kauo, 
every dwelling being a mass of débris. 

The fact that there was a marked 
subsidence of the earth’s surface fora 
large area at Gifu indicated that the 
latter town was the center of the dis- 
turbance. Shortly after the shock had 
leveled thousands of houses in the town, 
and while hundreds of people were ly- 
ing buried in the débris, flames burst 
from the ruins and swept from street to 


. street, fanned by a strong. northwest 


wind. By 8 o’clockin the evening al- 
most every part of the town wrs 
wrapped in fire, and the inhabitants 
saved what few articles they were able 


- to save and fled to the woods and _ hill- 


sides. The fire was not subdued until 
the forenoon of October 19, when. al- 
most the whole town had peen burned 
over. | 

The potteries in the prefectures of 
Ovari and Minz, the great centers of 
the porcelain manufacture in Japan, at 
Seto andothertowns. were almost en- 
tirely destroyed. 

The shock experienced at Osaki was 
so severe that scarcely a sound house 
was left standing, withthe exception of 
the castle, which, despite its 400 years, 
stood the shock remarkably well. 

The Gabo Temple, belonging to the 
Shin sect of Buddhists, was crowded 
with worshipers. The temple fell, 
burying at least fifty people. The 
ruins took fire, and the shrieking vic- 
tims were consumed before the eyes otf 
the horror-stricken onlookers. 

The loss of life in the three towns 
that go to make up the city Nagoya is 
variously estimatea at from 750 to 
1000. 

On Friday, October 20, 368 distinct 
shocks were recorded. Embankments 
of the Nagava, Kiso, Shoral, Gojo and 
Niko rivers were broken and it is esti- 
mated that about half of the 350 miles 
of embankment were damaged. Inthe 
Gifu prefecture it will have to be wholly 
rebuilt. .The bed of the River Neo in 
the vicinity of Mizulomura was raised 
about six feet. Out of 700 temples in 
the Gifu prefecture more than one-third 
were totally destroyed. A heavy rain- 
fall would cause nearly the whole of 
Gifu.to be flooded. Many months will 
be required to repair the river embank- 
ments. 

Tce totalsum of money distributed 
for relief of the sufferers up to Novem- 
ber 5 was nearly $11000, while rice to 
the amount of $600,000 was also dis- 
tributed. The Emperor and Empress 
made a donation of about $5000 from 
their private purse. 

The top of the sacred mountain of 


Fusi-Yama was rent asunder by the 


earthquake for a distance of 1200 feet 
in width and 600 in depth. Much_ of 
the destruction of houses is agpributed 
to poor material entering into the con- 
struction of brick and stone buildings 
and the excessive weight of the roofs.

THE REVENUE MARINE. 


What Its Little Vessels Accomplished 
in a Year. 


Over 1000 Violators of the Law Over- 
hauled — Aid Given to the Life- 
saving Service — Bigger . 
Steamers Needed. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

WasuHineton, Nov. 23.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Capt. Shepard, Chief 
of the Revenue Marine ‘Division, in his 
annual report to the Secretary of the 
Treasury says that the thirty-six ves- 
sels in commission during the year 
cruised 801,000 miles and boarded 26,- 
962 vessels, of which 1042 were found 
violating the law. The fines incurred 
were $336,000. hundred and 
twenty-three distressed vessels were as- 
sisted, their values, with cargoes, ag- 
gregating $2,900,000. The revenue 
cutters furthermore rendered material 
service tothe life-saving service during 
the year and rescued from drowning 
twenty-six persons. Capt. Shepard 
says: 

During the past year the work of the 
service embraced operations of more than 
ordinary importance in several directions, 
many of which dealt with issues of an in. 
ternational nature requiring nicety of 
judgment. All such ‘duty was special in 
character and distinct from. the routine of 
service, and the promptand efficient man- 
ner in which it was performed reflects 
highly to the credit of both officers and 
crews. 

Capt. Shepard details the* work of 
the various cutters of particular inter- 
est during the year, especially those 
serving in Bering Sea. He  recom- 
mends that the proclamation prohibit- 
ing the sale to natives of Alaska of 
breech-loading arms and fixed ammuni- 
tion be rescinded, as the very lives of 
those - people depend’ on the success 


they meet in hunting, and their present ' 


unreliable weapons are becoming of lit- 
tle use, seals and walrus having become 
not only very shy, butscarce. Further- 
more, the proclamation only enhances 
the value of breech-loaders in the hands 
of unscrupulous traders: Capt. Shep- 
ard says:

cruises in Bering Sea and do away with the 
necessity of calling for support from cruis- 
ing vessels of the navy. It would further 
become practicable on receiving two new 


vessels for the Pacific Coastto supply the | 


port of San Diego and. extreme southern 
coast of California with one of the present 
stéamers, This would insurea more suffi- 
cient patrol of the California coast.. There 
is a further need at San Francisco of a new 
boarding steamer, the present one being 
too small for efficient performance of the 
work assigned ber. 

There is also urgent. need for some form 
of relief of the service.. Owing to its pecu- 
liar status, its officers and men have been 
refused the benetits of retirement, longevity 
and pensions. The present condition of the 
service is little short of stagnation. Owing 
to the grades being blocked by so many old 
officers, promotion comes only through 
death or occasional resignation. The at- 
tending stagnation has a demoralizing ef- 
fect on the active personnel of the service, 
and tends not only to make the officers dis. 
satisfied with their lot, but theservice itself 
unattractive. Furthermore, the duty per- 
formed by officers of the revenue marine is 
the most arduous perhaps of any service 
afloat under the Government.

and yet 198 rains followed 198 battles, 
according to reliable authority, 
and the concussions of cannonading are 
asserted to be the causes. Because a 
learned professpr cannot account for an 
existing fact, and an established result, 
consistent with his preconceived notions 
of philosophy, is no argument sufficient 
to invalidate the statement of scientific 
observers and practical experimenters. 
The fact is that rainfalls follow violent 
concussions in the cloud realm. How 
they do, or why it is done, are questions 
outside of the factthattheydo. If Prof. 
to believe that 
rainfalls follow great battles ‘‘because 
the smoke from the burning powder 
risesintothe clouds and forms nuclei 
for the agglomeration into drops and 
not by mere explosions’’ it is all right. 

The fact is what we maintain and not 

how it is done, nor why it isdone. If 
the Department of Agriculture will 
only prove to the people of this country 
that the anid sections can be irrigated 
by precipitating rainfalls by artificial 
means, at reasonable expense, it will 
not concern us greatly whether it is 
done according to the philosophy of 
Prof. Newcomb or any other scientist. 

That the department succeeded is 
believed by thousands, and the proof of 


| such a.beliefis given when thousands 


of dollars are given by individuals for 
repetitions of the experiment, as has 
been done in Texas. . 
The history of ‘rain precipitation by 
artificial means’’ isan interesting one. 
While for yearsthe opinion had pre- 


} vailed that rainfall could be produced 
by artificial methods, such as heavy” 


cannonading, tremendous fires, and 
other agencies, it was not until 1887 
that a man of science proposed a plan, 
the ‘‘heating of upward currents of air, 
and thus precipitating moisture.’’ His 
plan was indorsed by the Australian 
government, but was found to be too ex- 
pensive for practicable purposes and 
was abandoned, It was known as Prof. 
plan. 

1870 Mr. Edward Powers of Wis- 
consin published a book entitled ‘‘War 
and Weather,’’in which he collected 


interesting statistics showing the effects 


from the earth’s surface through the: 
magneto-electric circuit,. and time 
fuses.’? 
- In November, 1886, Gen. Ruggles 
again petitioned Con , asking an 
appropriation of $100,000 to be ex- 
~~, in testing the practicability of 
invention. He represented that he 
had ‘invented a method for the precipi- 
tating of rainfall from rain clouds in 
the wrial realm, and for condensing 
clouds in the atmospheric domain to 
prevent droughts, to stimulate and sus- 
‘tain vegetation, to equalize rainfall and 
water-flow. and by’sombining the avail- 
able scientific inventions of the age to 
guard against pestilence and famine, 


| and to prevent or alleviate them when 


prevailing. That he had devised a 
method for resisting cyclones, torna- 
does and water-spouts by dispersing 
them.’’ Upon invitation he met the 
Committee on Agriculture of the Sen- 
ate, and elaborated his method, for the 
information of the committee. In 
1890 Senator Farwell, having con- 
ceived the same idea, without knowl- 
édge of the invention and efforts of 
Gen. Ruggles, induced Congress to make 
@ small appropriation, and in 1891 
imcreased it to $9000, to be ex- 
pended under the direction of the De- 
paftment of Agriculture in testing the 
of the ‘‘Rainfall Method.”’ 
Too much praise cannot be given to the 
Senator, who, notwithstanding all 
mockery, persisted inwhat he believed 
tobe an undertaking of the greatest 
benefit tothe people of his country, and 
until someghing substantia! should be 
done the experimenting party was or- 
ganized, equipped and sent to Texas in 
August, 1891, under the direction of 
Ger. Dyrenforth, as special agent of. 
the Department of Agriculture. The 
partial reports of those in charge of the 
experiments have been given to the 
piblic through the press of the country 
and have been of the most satisfactory 
character. The scientists in charge 
were satisfied beyound a doubt, and 
Gen. Dyrenforth, in charge of the ex- 
edition, states that “rain can be pro- 
at will by artificial means,”’ or, 
in other words, ‘‘Gen. Ruggies’s method 
is a successful inveation.’’ 
If this be true the practical results of 
it will mark an evolution in the world 
of science.

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THE CITY COUNCIL. 


The Street Sprinkling Contract 
Again Discussed. 


A Minority Report Presented by 
Councilman McGarry. 


New Bids.for the Paving and Sewer- 
ing of Peari Street. 

A Very Marked Reduction in the Figures 
—Message from the Mayor—Street 
Work Ordered — General 
Routine Business. 


The City Council met in regular ses- 
‘sion yesterday morning at the usual 
time and place, every ward being rep- 
resented. | 

After the usual preliminaries had 
been disposed of, the report of the City 
Aud.ior was read, as follows: 

THE M'LAIN DEMAND. 

To the honeradle Council of. the City of Los 
Angeles: .[ herewith return demand of G. A. 
MeLain for $295 for excavating and filling 
partot Temple street. This demand does 
not bear the approval of the Engineer, the 
Street Superintendent or the certificate of 
any oficial ‘that the work has been done. 
There has been no contract, ordinance or 
requisition authorizing this work, and the 
question as to whether or not the expendl- 
ture of public money in this case was le- 
gally incurred being undetermined, I re- 
fuse to assume the responsibilty of the 
payment of this demand under the circum- 
stances, and therefore return it without 
my approval. 

Upon motion of Councilman Rees the 
vote by which the demand had been ap- 
proved was reconsidered, and further 
action thereon was postpones until 
the afternoon session. 

REPORTS OF OFFICERS. 

The weekly report of the same official, 
showing the condition of the funds for 
the week ending November 14, was re- 
ferred to the Finance Committee. 

That of the City Tax and License 
Collector, showing the collection of 
$246,288.32 as taxes for the fiscal 
gear. 1891-92, up to agd including 
November 18, was referred to the 
City Auditors 

That of the same. official, furnish- 
ing a list of the names and places of 
business of all persons who advertise 
themselves as real estate agents, but 
* who do not pay city licenses as such, 
was referred to the City Attorney with 
directions to commence suit against the 
parties as in his judgment should seem 
fit. 

The report of the Finance Committee 
was read and adopted, and in accord-: 
ance with the recommendation 6f said 
committee the usual demands were 
approved, 

The Zanja Committee’s report, as 
heretofore published in Tuz Times, was 
adopted as read. 

The Bridge Committee reported, rec- 
ommending that the City Engineer em- 
ploy aman by the day to repair the 
Summit avenue bridge; that the Street 
Superintendent put up a guard rail at 
the west end of the Aliso street bridge; 
that the City Clerk notify the Santa Fé 
Railroad Company to repair the lining 
under the Downey avenue bridge, and 
that the Street Superintendent fill the 
approach at the west end of the Buena 
Vista street bridge, the same being 

ready for travel. Adopted. 

The report of the Board of Public 
Works, as published in Tse Times on 
Saturday last, was read and adopted, 
with the single exception of the clause 
with reference to the street sprinkling, 
which led to a lengthy debate. 

THE STREET SPRINKLING CONTRACT. 

A communication was read from Le- 
Grand Betts, maintaining the position 
he took before the Board of Public 
Works on Friday last, and reciting his 
bid as follows: 

I will sprinkle the entire city-or any dis- 
trict above named at $31,50 per mile per 
month per graded street, and $24 per mile 
per month for paved streets; or I will 
graded streets at 
$27.50 and eight and one-half miles of 
paved streets at $22 per month; or I will 
sprinkle the entire city for the sum of 
$32,000 per annum, payable in equal 
monthly installments, to employ galvanized 
iron tanks with necessary equipments. 

He maintained that this did not mean 
alone an aggregate of ninety-eight and 
one-half miles of streets, but also streets 
which might be hereafter graded which 
would be sprinkled on the basis of that; 
bid. 

The following minority Papers was 
then read: 

To the honorable the City In the 
matter of bids for street sprinkling for the 
next three years I beg to present a minor- 
ity report as follows; 

After careful calculation of the bids of 
Messrs. Betts and Cross I find the bid of Mr. 
Betts basedon the only available official 
data obtainable at the time, viz., 109 miles 
of streets, amounts to $24.63 per mile, and 
the bid of Mr. Cross, based on ninety miles, 
amounts#to $25.22 per mile, or 59 cents per 
mile in excess of Mr. Betts’ bid. Ona cur- 
sory glance the total of Mr. Cross’ bid for. 
$27.240 for ninety miles would seem less 
than $32,000 for the entire city, but Mr. 
Cross claims the same rate per mile‘for all 
in excess of ninety miles now graded or 
that may be graded; while Mr. Betts agrees 
to sprinkle all new .streets that mav be 
graded during the term of three years. 
During the past three vears seventy “three 
miles have been improved, and under the 
new bond law and the impetus given to 

street improvement it were an exceedingly 
 lowestimate to say one-third of this im- 
provement will continue during the next 
three vears. This number of miles added 
to the ninety miles would cost $21,700 for 
the three years, quite an item in the city 
expense and by no means above the chances 
in favor of the city by accepting the Betts 
bid. Very respectfuily,

Councilman McGarry then addressed 
the Council in support ef his report; 
and he was followed by. Councilman 
Rees, who argued in favor of the Cross 
bid, insisting that there. was a consider- 
able difference between the two bids, as 
one was for a specified annual sum, 
whereas the other was upon the basis of 
another sum. 

Councilman Tufts said that it seedane 
that the Board of Public Works, to whom 
the matter had been referred, had been 
unable to agree upon it after wrestling 
with it for a week, and therefore moved 
that it be referred to the Committee of 
the Whole. and that action be deferred 
until Friday morning next. The city 
would lose nothing by the delay, and by 
that time it was possible that an intelli- 
gent understanding of the matter might 
be reached by the Counci. 

Councilman Nickell vigorously op- 
posed any further postponement of 
action, and announced that he wanted 
_ to see this thing settled. He was ready 

to vote upon it, and was tired of having 
attorneys for contractors running to his 
house and worrying him about this mat- 
ter. 

Councilman Tufts sarcastically re- 


plied that outside of the Council cham- 


ber none had ever approached him on 
the subject. There was no hurry about 
_ this matter. 

Councilman Summerland said that it 
appeared to him that the specifications 
had been made awmess of. and con- 
tractors.did not know how to bid intel. 
ligently onthem. He was therefore in 
favor of remodeling them. 

Councilman Alford was opposed to 
waiting ugtil Friday next..and sug- 
gested that action be postponed until 
the afternoon session only, 

Councilman Rees indorsed this sug- 


gestion, \and Councilman ‘Innes ‘then 
moved as an amendment that the Coun- 
cil adjourn at 12 o’clock promptly, and 
meetin Committee of the Whole at 1 
o'clock. 

President Bonsall, howeved, remarked 


that the Council had other business to 


take up in the afternoon. 

Councilman Tufts called for an official 
statement signed by the City Engineer 
as to the exact mileage of graded 
streets in the city, whereupon Council- 
man McGarry stated that the Street 
Superintendent had furnished a state- 
ment to the. Board of Public Works, 
over his signature, to the effect that 
there were 109 miles. 

Councilman Rhodes insisted that the 
Street Superintendent had admitted, 
when he presented this statement, that 
it was only an estimate, and not an 
officialone. He then proceeded to show 
from the reports of. the City Engineer, 
in 1889 and 1890 that there could not 
be more than ninety miles at the pres- 
ent time, Councilman McGarry’s objec- 
tions being overruled. 

After some further debate Council- 
man Innes withdrew his amend- 
ment and the roll was called on the 
original motion to refer to the Com- 
mittee of the Whole, with the following 
result:' Ayes: Innes, McGarry, Sum- 
merland, Tufts and Bonsall. Noes: 
Alford, Nickell, Rhodes and Rees; 5.to 4.
